Short Rations Hard to Realize 

The details of the food shortage in| 
England were extremely interesting 
and many people in the audience could 
hardly realise the half pound of meat 
a week ration, the few ounces of su- | 
gar, tea and bread restrictions, and 
the hardships of this discipline in 
the English homes of the Old Coun- 
try, as well as in the other European 
countries of the Allies. Even the Y. 
M.C.A. canteens have been shortened 
in their rations of buns and candies, 
but everybody takes these hardships 
and privations quite calmly and se- 
renely. No one grumbles, there is no} 
grouching allowed; one and all ex- 
pects each to do his bit by being 
cheerful and make but little of such 
matters as food shortage. |

All 
the women's associations of the vill- 
age and district, such as the Institutes, 
Red Crcss, missionary societies and 
clubs meet at the school, sometimes 
having a series of meetings of the 
different clubs that take a whole day's 
|}time. A couple of the younger wo- 
‘men usually prepare dinner in the 
domestic science room for those at- 
| tending the mectings. In addition to 
| these meetings, the U.F.A. holds meet- 
| ings in the assembly hall, Entertain- 
| ments for patriotic and church pur- 
poses are give. in the sohool and a 
series of lectures froin bankers, busi- 
ness men anid specialists in various 
lines are held during the winter, With 
a little better organization of these 
the school will become an ideal com- 
munity centre as well as a first class 
teaching institution. The chairman of 
{the board is ambitious to have an 
organized serics of lectures on culli- 
| vation, crops, fruit, trees, types of 
|farm enterprise, farm management 
land economies, co-cperative ac-ivities 
land rural organiaztion of women. Mr. 
| Mitchell, in short, is arxious to real- 
{retary are not holding him back any, 
These resourcas include formal échooi 
instruction and practical work both, 
| as well as al] kinds of extension work 
| for both youngsters and adults, Edu- 
!cation fe a life process according to 
Mr. Mitchell. 

The Warner School.

/at Warner is a fine, Jarge building and 
| has been put up with the idea of be- 
ling subsequently expanded without 
| destroying the symmetry, The school 
{is marked by good organization, man- 
| agement and has an active and efficl- 
jent staff. On account of the rather 
| progressive, urban development, the 
| school does not express to the 6ame 
extent the industrialism of the coun- 
try as Is shown in some of the schools 
in smaller places. It ia the idea ‘of 
the board, however. to give consider- 
able attention to decoration of the 
grounds and likewlse to practical hor- 
ticulture teachiig on some of the va- 
cant preperty held by the board. At 
the present time the senior classes of 
the school, pirticularly amorg the 
boys are pretty small owing to the 
arcat demand for labor but the estah-| 
lishment of gocd courses in domestic 
science and m.arual training in addi- 
tion to agriculture and horticulture is 
contemplated in the near future, 
Milk River. 

Milk River consolidation ts one of 
\the new ones but is likewlse one of 
the good ones, A good brick school) 
|has been erected with good class} 
roomé, assembly room and full-sized 
basement. There will be three teach- 
ers in the schoo! next term. Already 
a fine school gorden has been plant- 
ed. It contains a number of garden 
beds for individual pupils and a large 
patch of spuds are being planted. It 
will be a test out on different vari- 
leties and on times of maturing for| 
these varieties. ‘he membere of the 
board are anxious to keep their school 
properly vitalized with the rural idea. 
Their horticulture and agriculture 
promise to be of the very best sort 
and already the value of the school 
to the community has been demon- 
strated. The teachers are thoroughly 
interested in making their work of an 
active, social amd industrial value. 

The ¢onsolidation of the province 
considered so far indicate that edu- 
cation is comias more and more to be 


regarded as a social study. It like- 
| wise appears that leadership ds de-| 
| veloping in the country itself. The 


| work of consolidation is an indigenous 
co-operative Impulse which gives it} 
la tasting and effective quality.

Board of Trade Warned That 
Big Jump May Be Expected 


Before Long in Price of Coal. 


H. C. Anderson of Twin City Coal Co., Says Price in All | 
Probability Will Range Between $6.50 and $7 Per Ton 
—Scarcity of Labor Given as Reason For Big Increase. 


That in all probability the price of 


Jump coal in Edmonton would range 
this winter from $6.50 to $7 per ton, 
was the announcement made by HH. C. 
Anderson, of the Twin City Cyal Co., 
on Tuesday, when addressi¥g the 
board of trade on the coal situation. 

Mr. Anderson eald that it was most 
likely that labor conditions would so 
arise that it would necessarily cause 
the retail price to increase to the above 
amounts. Pivery ton of mine run coal, 
which cost $1.15 for labor alone in 
1915, was going to cost $2.28 per ton 
for labor in 1918 if the labor condl- 
tins were as anticipated. 


Advocates Early Purchasc. 


Mr. Anderson advocated early pur- 
chase of‘coal and storing it, and in 
anewer to questions as to the methods 
of storage that should be adopted, he 
sald that, the coal should be kept 
from the rays of the sun and the wea- 
ther. It should be placed in the cellar 
or a tight shed, and if this was done 
should be as good at the end of six 
months as when first put down, If 
stored in the country, the farmers 
could dig a shailow. pit, put in the coal 
and cover it with straw and manure. 

Coal Scarce Now, 

H. H. Cooper mentioned that there 
was to be an advance in price in June, 
so it was understood, and he wanted to 
know if the mines were prepared to 
take orders now, and deliver as coal 
was available. Mr. Cooper sald that 
he asked the question because he un- 
derstood that coal was very difficult 
to obtain at the present time and he 
wondered if there was any connection 
between the two things, the prospec- 
tive increase in price and the difficulty 
in obtaining coal now? 

Mr. Anderson said that what Mr. 
Cooper asked could not be done, that 
was, to take orders now to deliver at 
the same price when coal was ready, 
There was the labor end to be consld- 
ered, He explained the difficulty In 
securing coal at present by saying that 
the employees at the mines were al- 
Ways reduced in number at the end of 
March, and they were just. now begin- 
ning to be increased again, There 
would be no difficulty, he believed in 
about two weeks’ time, in securing 
coal, 

Mr. Sheldon, of the Humberstone 
Coal Co., also megle a similar explana- 
tion, but sald thft there had been no 
difficulty in securing coal from their 
mine until quite recently. 


Blamed Coal Men, 


Mr. Cooper said that his remarks 
had been made in the spirit of criti- 
cism, as he did not think that the coal 
men were doing ail they could to en- 
courage people to buy now, Mr. Coop- 
er's contention was that the mine- 
owners might say that they were ready 
to take all the orders sent in and de- 
liver as the coal was mined, and that 
provided the orders were sent in be- 
fore a given time, the price would re- 
main the same.

History of Movement,

Put Blame on Railways. 

Like the previous speaker, Mr, An- 
derson placed a great deal of the 
blame upon the railways, saying that 
the railways, particularly the C.P.R., 
did not want to carry Alberta coal tn- 
to Manitoba, because they had carried 
the grain to Fert William and had 
been bringing back, up to the present, 
2,500,000 tons of coal. They did not 
now want to carry the coal east and 
bring back empty cars. 

Mr. Anderson informed his audience 
that he had been given notice that 
grain waa to have the preference over 
all other shipments this fall and no 
box cars, if required for other pur- 
oses, would be avallabte for coal,
